If deaths In Kentucfiy are as num 
erou.s during the second six months 
of the calendar year 1922 as they 
were during the months from Janu- 
ary thraagh 4aae, the atataTa death 
rato will ha atoterially higher than It 
was In Itn, J. P. Blackerby. director 
of the State Board of Health s bureau 
of vital statistics, announced in Louis- 
ville Monday. 

The death rate for the drat aix 
months of this calendar year waa 
11.2, whicli Is an increase of 10 per 
cent from the 10.1 rate for 1921. This 
rate of Increase probably will be 
maintained throughout the entire 
year, Mr. Blaekerby aaid. 

Deaths from influenza, he added, 
contributed most to the general in- 
crease, there being 892 deaths from 
this cause, aa against 177 for same 
period to IMl aad SM tor that eaUre 
year. 

"The increase In the Influenza 
death rati," .Mr l!huk< iby inliliil, "Is 
generally attributed to the fact that 
the period of immunisation of those 
vaceiaated dartag tho egldeaiiM of 
1918 and mt haa expired. With the 
subsidence of the general alarm prev- 
alent at that time, K<'iieral use of the 
serum was more or less abandoaed, 
and the early aymptoma of thoao af- 
fliotod ware not Baaaidirii aarte a a 
enough to cause calllag a physician.

"At tha o«taat of our organaation a 
readtatloa waa adopted by the board 
of directors providlDg that any officer 
or employe who speculates in tobac- 
co shall be immediately removed 
fraai hia office or employment. 1 do 
not kaow of any other sincla factor 
t£at eonid l>e so harmfnl to the iater- 
• sts of tilt- Iliirloy Tobacco Growers' 
Co-operative Association as for our 
u.'-mbers or employi-s or officers to 
boy tobacco, whether from members 
9t tha aaaodktloa or aot. aa^ aae& 
baylac wiU be deemed good aad auffl- 
cient reason for terminating the con- 
nerti.jti of any employe, known to 
have t-iiKaged in it, with the associa- 
tion. 

"There ia nothing in our by-laws or 
our charter, however, to prevent 
members who desire to aid otlier 
members from adv.incinK money on 
their tobacco, but in each and every 
case the tobacco must be delivered in 
tka aaaie of the panoa grawlag It, 
aad assignment given, and the grow- 
er will be paid by the aaaociation 
whatever is left after paylag tha loan 
on the crop. 

"We hope that no employe or mem- 
ber of the Burley Tabaeoo Growers' 
Co-operative Association will buy the 
crop of any member or iioii-membev 
and if any employe does this, he will 
be promptly dismissed from the ser- 
vice of the association. Members are 
askad to report to tba praaident's of- 
fice any purchases of eropa or otters 
to purchase crops on the part of 
members or employes of the ;issocia- 
tion, so that prompt action way be 
taken to praveat a ooatlaaatloa of 
aaeh pnotleaa." 

Judge W. A. Baskett. county jlld^;e 
of Meade county, in a statement re- 
l-MMliiiK the activities of the tobacco 
buyers and speculators in that sec 
tkm, said that In his opialoa the 
prices offered by them were about 
one-half the real value of the crop. 
The speculators aie hiiyint; mil; tlie 
choice crops, acording to the judge.

1922. the mills 
in the cotton producing states con- 
sumed 8.7SS,147 bales, which com- 
pares with a oonsumption of 2,178.676 
bales by mills in other states. 

"The more favorable conditions for 
the cotton manufacturing Industry in 
the south are reflecUng not only In 
opetating stattstles, bet also in the 
record of new mill construction.
